Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  eighth  Annual 
Report  on  the  'health  of  the  area  for  the  year  ended 
1st  December,  1941.  In  accordance  with  instructions 
received  from  the  Ministry  the  report  is  confined  to 
essential  matters,  and  I  have  dealt  only  with  the  more 
important  subjects  . 

As  will  be  seen,  the  vital  statistics  continue' 
to  remain  satisfactory.  The  death  rate  of  12.82  per 
1,000  population  compares  favourably  with  the  corresponding 
figure  for  England  and  Wales,  which  was  12.9  per  1,000 
civilian  population,  whilst  the  birth  rate  of  15,92  is 
0.'28  lower  than  the  figure  for ' the ’ country  as  £  -hole.

Nine  hundred  and  twenty  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  were  notified  by  medical  practitioners  during 
the  year.  I  would  point  out,  however,  that  97  per 
cent  of  the  cases  notified  related, to  whooping  cough 
and  measles  which  were  prevalent  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year.  No  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease 

occurred  during  the  year.

I  beg  to  aubml t  the  following  detai.s  of  t)  e 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  together  with  the  details 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  my  Department  for  the  year  ended  the 
31st  December,  1941. 

As  in  the  previous  two  years  the  Report  has  been 
very  much  reduced,  and  I  have  referred  only  to  the  r.  ore  important 
branches  of  the  work. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  work  of  the 
Department  up  to  date  and  in  spite  of  increased  dut:.es,  I  am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  progress  has  been  made. 

SECTION  C. 

Watery 

The  usual  routine  samples  of  the  publi  ;  supply 
were  submitted  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination,  all  of  which  were  the  subject  of  satisfactory 
reports.  Routine  samples  were  also  submitted  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination  by  officials  of  the  Water  Company. 

No  unsatisfactory  reports  were  received.  Great  care  is  taken 

■  ■  ■  i. 

to  ensure  a  pure  and  wholesome  supply  by  the  ’Water  Company 

concerned.  No  case  of  illness  attributed  to  water  has  been 

\ 

brought  to  my  notice  during  the  year. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  position  is  materially  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  electrically  controlled  pumps  at  St,  Leonards  Street,  New 
Hythe  Lane  and  London  Road  have  continued  to  work  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year.  No  major  repairs  have  been  required  at  any 
of  these  three  places.  The  Pumps  at  Swan  Street,  West  Mailing, 
need  constant  care  and  attention  to  maintain  them  in  running  order 
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whilst  your  Aylesford  Pumping  Station  is  a  source  of  grave 
anxiety  owing  to  excessive  wear  and  age  and  the  total 
impossibility  to  obtain  spares  for  this  Station  there  now 
remains  but  one  set  of  pumps,  the  duplicate  set  having  been 
used  to  maintain  the  one  set  in  continuous  operation.  I 
would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  saying  that  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  pumps  at  Aylesford  even  under  the  very  difficult 
circumstances  to-day  is  due  very  largely  to  the  care  and 
attention  given  by  your  Engineer  at  this  Station  -  V/. Herrington 

Rivers  and  Streams  . 

My  attention  was  directed  to  three  cases  of  pollution 
by  allowing  the  discharge  of  sink  or  soil  drains  direct  into 
a  stream.  Investigations  were  carried  out  and  a  notice  was 
served  on  the  persons  concerned.  The  notices  were  complied 
with  and  no  further  action  was  necessary. 

Public  Cleansing. 

( a )  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

No  important  alterations  have  been  made  in  the  method 

of  collection  or  disposal  of  refuse  during  the  year  under 

review.  As  in  previous  years  the  scavenging  of  Wouldham 

Parish  was  carried  out  by  a  contractor. 

Salvage  was  very  much  to  the  fore  and  no  effort  has 

been  spared  to  ensure,  as  far  as  practical,  that  all  salvage  is 
■*  *  ' 

collected.  To  this  end  trailers  were  purchased  for  attachment 
to  the  refuse  collecting  vehicles  and  sacks  were  supplied  to 
the  men  for  carrying  paper,  cardboard,  etc.  The  paper  baling 
press  at  East  Ma-lling  Mill  has  been  worked  at  full  pressure 
and  the  two  women  employed  there  found  their  time  fully 

p  •  i  •

occupied  in  sorting  and  baling .  ..  In  addition  to  paper,  rags, 

«.i#  *  ,  *  :  * 

bottles,  bones,  tins,  batteries  and  rubber  were  also  collected, 
sorted  and  forwarded  to  various  depots.  The  staff  on  the 
whole  have  co-operated  well  with  the  general  public  to  make  the 
scheme  a  success  and  a  steady  flow  of  salvage  has  been  main- 
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tainfcdT throughout  the  year.  Difficulties  were  experienced  in 
connection  with  transport  but  these  were  overcome.  In  order  to 


encourage  the  men  to  take  a  keen  interest  a  bonus  scheme  was  adopted 
and  in  my  opinion  the  return  lias  justified  the  experiment. 

Endeavours  have  been  made  to  educate  the  public  as  to  the  urgent 
necessity  for  saving  ever';  scrap  of  salvage  and  the  response 
generally  has  been  good.  Isolated  cases  only  were  brought  to  my 

notice  of  the  occupiers  of  premises  using  their  refuse  bins 
improperly.  In  each  case  an  informal  notice  was  all  that  was 
necessary. 

(b)  Cesspool  Emptying . 

The  two  Dennis  Cesspool  emp tiers  have  been  working  to  full 
capacity  throughout  the  year.  A  tip  was  in  operation  at  Preston 

Hall,  Aylesford,  and  has  been,  of  great  assistance  so  far  as  the 

/  . 

cesspools’  in  the  Aylesford  and  East  Mailing  areas  are  concerned. 
Difficulty  was  experienced,  m  finding  suitable  tips  in-  other  parts 
of  the  district,  particularly  East  Peckham.
